LONDON, Aug. 14.—One of the 
grfatfht sea aud air battles of the 
Mediterranean has cost B ritain the 
cruiser M anchester and th e aircraft 
camei Eigle, but resulted hi de­ 
livery of reinforcem ents and new 
plants for M alta and saw Italy ’s 
cruisers again tu rn tail and run. 
according to the B ritish adm iralty. 
Known Axis losses include two 
submarines sunk and two cruisers 
hit by torpedoes, said the adm ir­ 
alty’s 
communique 
which 
today 
gave the first official Allied ac­ 
count of the battle which had been 
in progress since Tuesday. 
The admiralty intim ated th a t the 
convoy might have 
suffered fur­ 
ther losses or dam age, saying, “it 
is not to be expected th a t exten­ 
sive and dangerous operations of 
thus type, carried out in close prox­ 
imity to enemy bases, can be com ­ 
pleted without loss." 
It declared, however, th a t pub­ 
lished Axis claims were known to 
be exaggerated.

Salute th e Flag h ad 
certainly h elped to preserve th e 
very existence of such a m inority; 
it h ad also m ade a great deal of 
money for a great m any people. 
Probably, in th e aggregate, it h ad 
been more profitable th an m any a 
bttter-know n 
and well-advertised 
W est End success. 
Sm ith found it endurable, even 
before th e m om ent wh en Paula a p ­ 
peared. H er p art In th e play was 
trivial, th a t of an im pudent girl a t 
a h otel desk wh o got people’s bed­ 
rooms mixed up. but in one of th e 
oth er scenes sh e stepped out of th e
